New Zealand and Tasnmnia Concur in the 
Decision of the Recent Conference of 
Po3tmastcrs General.

The Sultan Grants the Long De- 
layed Firmans Allowing Guard- 
ships to Enter. 

Further Horrible, Butcheries in Or- 
der to Diminish Armenian In- 
fluence in Certain Villages.

Constantinople, Dec. 9, via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Dee. 10.— The lone drawn out 
controversy between the ambassadors of 
the powers and the Sultan over Lhe 
guftrdship question for the protection of 
the.enibassies was settled at 8:10 this 
evening by the issuance of an irade 
granting the necessary liremans to per- 
mit gnardBhips to pass the Dardanelles. 
The demand was first made upon the 
Sultan on November 19, and scarcely a 
daydvits passed since then without its 
being renewed in a more or less per- 
emptory manner. The ingenuity dis- 
played by the Turkish government in 
evading a direct answer to the demand, 
and when forced to answer, the effective 
pleadings put forth for delay, had almost 
brought the mind of Europe to the con- 
viction that the demand would never be 
complied with. Meantime days and 
weeks passed by without any action and 
the condition of things in Constanti- 
nople that brought out the demand has 
almost passed. 

The following account has just been 
received of the massacre at Bitlis on ! 
October 25 : Armed Turks assembled at 
the mosque and several other places, 
dressed as Armenians, and fired pistols 
in the court yard of the Most] ue of Ou- 
toudjami near the market place in order 
to att'ord excuse for a massacre. The 
Turks then "raised cries of "The Gi- 
aours are attacking the mosque!" They 
then combined in an attack upon the 
market. The Armenian traders were 
massacred and tneir shops looted, wdiile 
the mob pillaged the Armenian quar- 
ters, killing women and children. The 
rioters were aided by the Kurdish tribes 
of Modjan and Khouti. The distur- 
j bances in the villages around exceeded 
I in ferocity those in the town itself. Five 
i villages were completely demolished. 
I A report received here from Van 
states that forty villages in that vicinity 
been devastated and plundered, 
and that the entire population, consist- 
ing of 14,000 persons, has been dispersed 
to the hills. Everywhere, it is added, 
massacre, pillage, famine and lire are at 
work exterminating the Armenians, ft 
is also stated that fifty villages around 
Sivas were devastated by Turks, Bashi 
Bazouks, soldiers and gendarmes, 
while the population fled and wandered 
over the surrounding country. The 
villayet of Andreas, it is further stated, 
was attacked on October 20 and 
a number of its inhabitants were slain; 
many old men, women and children, who 
sought refuge in the church, being said 
to have been burned alive. Only a few 
escaped to the mountains. The bugle 
of the troops, it is asserted, in this case 
sounded for the attack to begin, and the 
soldiers took part in the massacre which 
followed. One curious and significant 
fact which is pointed out is that the 
massacres and continuous pillages near- 
ly all occur in the six viltayets to which 
the scheme of reforms, forced upon the 
Sultan by the Bowers, refers. 

Fresh placards signed by the Ottoman 
committee of Progress anil Union of Bo- 
form have been posted throughout the 
capital to-day. These placards contain 
a manifesto", denouncing the present 
regime for spoliation and oppression, 
and call upon all, without distinction or 
religion, to unite in demanding justice, 
liberty and reform. If the demands are 
refused, the manifesto appeals to the 
Osmanli to remove in another manner 
the stains upon the nation's name. 

London, Dec. 10. — The Chronicle pub- 
lishes a despatch from Constantinople, 
quoting a letter which was written by 
an educated Turk, who cannot be sus- 
pected of partiality towards the Armeni- 
ans. He says : 

"On the way from Husseye Mansour 
to Malstai, in company with three gen- 
darmes anil an officer, we overtook a 
hand of two hundred Armenians. The 
refugees were travelling from Adana to 
Kharpool. They begged our protection 
against the Kurds. As we traversed the 
valley the Kurds appeared by hundreds 
on the hills on either side and charged 
down into the valley, firing An they 
came. The Armenian women and chil- 
dren clung to our legs for protection, but 
we were powerless against the hordes, 
who cut them down even -while they 
were clinging to us. I lost my horse and 
had several narrow escapes. When the 
Kurds decamped with their booty, only 
six Armenians were left alive." 

The letter proceeds to describe the 
arrival at Malstia where they found 
that seven hundred people had been 
killed, and at Khurpool, where it was 
still worse. At leaBt sixty villages were 
wiped off the face of the earth. The let- 
ter concludes by saying: "There are 
no Armenians left at Khurpool nnd it is 
hopeless to try and do business." 

A Constantinople despatch to the 
Times Bays that the Armenian patri- 
arch there has informed the Italian am- 
bassador that he estimates the number 
of homeless Armenians in the six 
northeastern vilayets of Asia Minor at 
nearly half a million. 

The Daily News to-morrow will pub- 
lish a despatch from Vienna, which says 
that a telegram received there from 
Constantinople reports that there is a 
fresh cabinet crisis. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Daily News complains that Lord 
Salisbury is withholding the British con- 
sular reports from publicity, and he al- 
leges that 80,000 Armenians have been 
massacred and hundreds deprived of 
their subsistence. 

"A witness of the Moslem attack on 
Camaragal on Nov. 9," says this corres- 
pondent "describes how the Armenian 
church service was stolen, the pictures 
destroyed, the bell taken from the tower, 
while the muezzin was ascending to 
the summit of the church and praying 



as if the church had become a mosque. 
The Armenians were then given the 
alternative of death or conversion. The 
Armenians at Aghai paid the Kurds 
£l,;i50 to avert an attack."

Baron von Koeller's Resignation— Socialist 
Clubs Protest Against Govern- 
ment Interference. 

Berlin, Dec. 10. — In the reichstag to- 
day, Chancellor Prince Hohelohe denied 
that the resignation of Baron von Koel- 
ler, late minister of the interior, was con- 
nected witli the social-democrat agitation 
The chancellor also declared that the 
government did not intend to introduce 
special anti-Socialistic legislation, but, 
he added, the government would admin- 
ister the existing laws so as to protect 
the state and society. 

The Berliner correspondent says that 
the Emperor William has conferred 
upon Baron von Koeller the order of the 
Bed Eagle as a proof of his continued 
good will. 

Several largely attended socialist meet- 
ings were in session at midnight. Herr 
Liebnecht, Bebel and Singer addressed 
meetings, all of which adopted identical 
resolutions protesting against the recent 
dissolution of Socialist clubs by the gov- 
ernment.

Solomon Islanders Arrested 
Taken to Fiji to Be Tried 
for Murder,

Having; "No Character to Lose," 
Litigant in it Libel Suit 
Snoota Himselt. 



(By Steamship Miowera.) 

H. M. S. Kingdove having left the 
Solomon Islands for Fiji with a number 
of natives on board charued with mur- 
der, advices have beon received from 
Captain Bremer of the cruiser that the 
Bingdove arrived at Suva on the 20th 
October with two natives on board, 
charged with the murder of Captain C. 
S. Atkinson, and one native charged 
with taking the life of a native woman. 
According to four native witnesses who 
have been taken to Fiji, the motive for 
taking Captain Atkinson's life was re- 
venge, he having struck one of his native 
crew the night preceding the murder. 
Tlie two natives taken by the Kingdove 
deny that they were the assailants of 
the deceased captain, and affirm that 
the two men who committed the. deed 
Bwam ashore from the ship on which 
the murder took place, and that one of 
the perpetrators of the crime was killed 
by the head-hunters and cannibals of 
Guadalcanal-, the other escaping to the 
bush. The native charged with the 
murder of a woman, a lad of 10, migrat- 
ed with his father and mother to Gela, 
A'here he states his parents were killed 
by the tribe to which his alleged victim 
belonged, and that under sucli circum- 
stances he would be justified according to 
the established amenities of Gela warfare. 

The case of Constable Howard versus 
A. Graham ended in a verdict of a 
farthing, without costs. His Honor 
ssid that plaintiff had no character to 
lose according to the evidence. Howard 
immediately returned to the barracks 
and shot himself in the head with a re- 
volver, death being instantaneous. At 
the inquest the jury returned a verdict 
that the deceased shot himself while 
temporarily insane. In his pocket was 
found the following letter written pre- 
vious to his committing the rash net : 
"To my darling wife and children, 
mother, and all at home,— I cannot face 
the world after what has come out to- 
day. Forgive me for what I am about to 
do. Good-bye to all. — J.H." A very 
high character was given him by his su- 
perior officers, and no complaints were 
ever made against him during the four 
years he was in the police force. 

A circular was issued to the ministers 
and congregations of the Presbyterian, 
Wesleyan Methodist, the Minor Meth- 
odist, Congregational and Baptist 
churches of Victoria, setting forth that 
in view of the severe drought with 
which a large portion of the colony is 
threatened, and the widespread distress 
which must follow, they were earnestly 
invited to observe Sunday, the 17th 
November, as a day of humble and uni- 
ted prayer to God for the manifestation 
of Ilis mercy in the gift of rain.

Topeka, Kas., Dec. 10. — Edward King 
of New York, acting for the reorganiza- 
tion committee, to-day hid in the entire 
system of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe R. R., which was sold here at public 
auction. Sixty millions of dollars was 
the price paid.

Meetings were held last 
night here and at Sunderland, Bi ice- 
bridge and Scott. Hon. Messrs. Foster 
and Montague addressed separate n-eet- 
ings in the afternoon and spoke together 
here in the evening. Hon. Mr. Fester 
said he addressed his remarks pai ticu- 
larly to the Conservative Batrons, not to 
the Grits, realizing that the Grits were 
not in tlie fight, and he made a strong 
presentment of the ministerial case.

THE FLAGSHIP INSTEAD. 

H. M. S. " Royal Arthur " and Not the 
" Quadra " Will Make Search for 
the " Strathnevis." 

The flagship Royal Arthur, instead of 
the Dominion steamer Quadra, will after 
all perforin the official search for the 
disabled steamer Strathnevis, now 
drifting somewhere in North Pacific 
waters. This decision -was arrived at 
yesterday in consequence of the Quadra's 
condition, she having been badly 
strained in her recent accident at Ful- 
ford reef and being consequently in no 
condition to put to sea. "When in the 
graving dock a few weeks ago the keel of 
the Dominion steamer was found to be 
broken about amidships, and if this 
showed when the vessel rested easily on 
the blocks her injuries must be such 
that to send her to sea on a hard cruise 
would he, to say the least, impolitic. It 
is expected that she will now carry out 
her original programme, going into dock 
this week for thorough repair. 

The flagship will wait until Saturday 
for further news of the disabled liner, 
and in the meanwhile will make ready 
for towing her any distance should she 
be the one first to locate the cripple and 
proffer aid. To-duy the taking on of 
several hundred tons of coal will give 
the crew plenty of employment, and on 
Sunday morning it is expected that, port 
will be left behind. The crew have been 
notified to prepare for & Christmas at 
sea, as several weeks at least will be 
taken up in the search, unless good for- 
tune brings speetlier sight of the miss- 
ing vessel. 

It is quite possible that H.M.S. Hya- 
cinth, now proceeding home with a dis- 
abled shaft and due to arrive Sunday, 
may fall in with the Strathnevis, and if 
not able to render assistance herself at 
least supplement the information fur- 
nished by the skipper of the John 
Gambles.

This he did, but mat- 
ters are not improved, as the Chinese 
expressman continued to do business, 
saying, when accosted, "They no take 
my monee for license, : me no care, me 
do business all samfie." And the China- 
naman is right, as, according to the city 
solicitor, the council cannot discrim- 
inate. 

The Trades and Labor Council have 
sent a letter to the council opposing the 
granting of foreshore privileges to pri- 
vate parties. 

The Trades and Labor Council and 
the Naturalists have united in urging 
the council to abolish property qualifi- 
cation for mayor and aldermen, lower 
the rate of taxation on improvements, 
and in opposing poll tax. 

Revs. H. Ci. F. Clinton and W. W. 
Biter presented themselves personally 
before the council last night and asked 
them to build a shelter ior the poor this 
winter; have a stone yard to test sus- 
pected cases of unworthiness, and sell 
tickets at ten cents each to the charit- 
ably disposed to give to applicants for 
relief, which would entitle them to bed 
and a simple meal. The scheme was op- 
posed by the aldermen. .Some thought 
tramps should be starved out of the city. 
The matter was referred *o the health 
committee. 

Aid. Gallagher informed the public in 
open council that (in Uin coming elec- 
tions presumably) he was going to " nail 
His Worship to the cross, and the City 
Solicitor too." 

The city is about to advertise for a 
market clerk. 

The property owners' association met 
to-night and elected its committee. G. 
B. Harris was elected president. 

The ratepayers' association held their 
annual meeting to-night in the market 
hall. Electing officers was proceeding 
at a late hour. There were exciting talks 
on municipal matters during the meet- 
ing. 

GALIANO. 

Galiano, Dec. 0.— William Robson, 
proprietor of the Mayae Island hotel 
and formerly justice of the peace for the 
island district, will be given a hearing 
to-day before Justices of the Peace K. 
(irubb, W. Grimmer and K. Grev for 
contravention of the Sunday liquor law. 
For a long time pant it has been known 
that liquor was being sold during prohi- 
bited hours, but no action was taken un- 
til last Sunday, when a disturbance on 
the public wharf caused the matter. to 
be inquired into. 

The Christmas school examination of 
the Galiano and Pender schools will take 
place on Thursday, the 19th inst., and 
on Mayne Island the following day. A 
Christmas tree has been provided and 
largely contributed to by friends, for each 
school. 

REVELSTOKE. 

Rkvklstoke, Dec. 10.— A bad acci- 
dent occurred at Welch's camp this 
afternoon, in which lour men were in- 
jured. The men were tamping a blast 
when it exploded with the above results. 
It is feared one of the injured men is 
fatally hurt. The names have not as 
vet been learned. 

FORT STEELE. 

(From the Prospector.) 

One of the various resources of Last 
Kootenay waiting for development is the 
petroleum found in the Flathead valley 
in the southeastern portion of this dis- 
trict, a section of country but little 
known, and separated from the remain- 
der of the district by a high range of 
mountains. 

The contract to run a tunnel on the 
Dibble irroup of mines, was let to Messrs. 
Scott, Brander and Dale. The contract 
calls for a tunnel 200 feet in length, It 
is the intention to strike the main lead 
on the Last Chance at a depth of 150 
feet. 

There are at present many parties 
prospecting for the old channels of 
various creeks in this locality. Every 
year thousands of dollars worth of g 
dust are handled at Fort Steele. 

The inhabitants of Fort Steele are 
looking forward to a large influx: of 
capital in the spring owing to the fact 
that a number of claims areunder bond, 
and there are several parties seeking to 
bond other claims. 

On the east fork of Wild Horse Creek 
about two miles from the forks are three 
large properties, one called the Sweep- 
stakes, located by Charles Elwood, the 
JMaudS, located by II. L. Amine, and 
tho Nancy Hanks, located by A. B. 
Grace. These three chums have the 
largest vein of mineral discovered in thin 
district. The vein is over 400 feet in 
width and can be traced for a distance 
of -1,000 feet. The ore is iron sulphurets. 

PRESIDENT "'A X I10RNE. 

Altogether Noncommittal on the Subject of 
His Rumored Retirement. 

. Montreal, Dec. 10. — (Special)— None 
of the papers have anything to say re- 
garding the reports of Sir William Van 
Home's intended retirement, beyond 
reporting an interview with him, in 
which he simply denies that the state- 
ment was authorized. To your corres- 
pondent ho said ho might resign in six 
months or it might be longer. He had 
not thought of the question of his suc- 
cessor. 



INTERESTED IN B. C. MINES. 

Mr. Price of the "Illustrated London News" 
at Present Visiting the Ter- 
minal City. 

Vancouver, Dec. 10. — (Special) — Ju- 
lius M. Price, of the Illustrated London 
News, arrived in Vancouver to-day by 
the steamer Mioweru. Mr. Price has 
been connected with tho London News 
for eleven years, and has taken several 
trips around the world in the interests 
oi his paper. He was with tho Trans- 
vaal expedition in 1S85, and in 181)0 was 
one of the Wiggins expedition. The 
travellers went right across Siberia, 
their mission being to establish a trade 
route between England and Siberia by. 
the Kaia sea. They were successful in 
sending an English cargo to Siberia. 
" I went through the heart of Siberia " 
continued Mr. Price, " in the middle of 
winter and visited all the prisons en 
route. 1 crossed the Gobi desert by 
camel ami went thence through North 
China to Pekin. 1 wrote a hook en- 
titled ' From the Arctic Ocean to the 
Yellow Sea,' describing that trip. The 
book had a great run in England and 
was kindly criticized by the Canadian 
press. My last trip taken in tho inter- 
ests of my paper was to the gold fields of 
Western Australia. After fulfilling my 
mission I thought T should like to re- 
turn by the Canadian route. I can only 
give you my opinion, and speak in gen- 
eral terms of the West Australia gold 
lields. I think the gold holds of West- 
ern Australia are quite as rich, if not 
richer, than the gold lields of South 
Africa.' ' 

Mr. Price pleaded ignorance of the 
vast amount of the mineral wealth of 
British Columbia, and when he drifted 
into the olliees of Messrs. Pellew liar 
vey, Buxton and other metallurgists ex- 
pressed great surprise. He is said to be 
able to influence a considerable amount 
of English capital, and is taking back 
several propositions. He will, he says, 
return to British Columbia in the 
spring. Mr. Price takes back with him 
several photos of hydraulic mining in 
British Columbia for reproduction in 
the Illustrated London News. 



THE LUMBER TRUST. 

List and Capacity of the Mills Which Form 
the Central Lumber Co., of San 
Francisco. 

The great trust known as the Central 
Lumber Company of San Francisco, is 
growing stronger every day, and the 
value of the mills now represented in 
the combine is estimated at at least $75,- 
000,000. The latest acquisition is that 
of thirty-one red-wood mills in Cali 
fornia, with a capitalization of 110,000, 
000, controlling all the red-wood in the 
world, and during tho present week, 
possibly to-day, the California retailers 
are to be approached with the object of 
forcing them into the trust. 

Although Messrs. Bibb and Holt, the 
agents of the Central Lumber Companv, 
obtained thirty-one mills in Washing- 
ton, Oregon and British Columbia, they 
did not gather in all the mills. A't 
Whatcom they failed to capture the Bel- 
lingham Bay Improvement Companv, 
with a capacity of 200,000 feet per (lav, 
which mill is owned by P. B. Cornwall, 
of San Francisco, Whitelaw Reidand I). 
O. Mills, of New York. At Fairhaven 
W. A. Woodlin stood out; at Olvmpia 
the West Side Mill Company and the 
Olympic Lumber Company, and at 
Everett the trust did nothing'.

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THE POWERS INSIST. 



Abdul Humid Believes the Under; 
standing of the Powers 
Will Fail. 

Wholesale Conspiracy Looking 
Deposition of t lie Sultan— Fire 
at ilio Palace. 



Constantinople, Dec. 10. — The sur- 
prise in the Eastern situation, conse- 
quent on the llight of Said Pasha, fol- 
lowed by the landing of British blue- 
jackets, delayed considerably the settle- 
ment of the dispute between the power's 
and the Sultan as to the admission of 
extra guurdships into the Bosphorus 
lias about worn itself out, and matters 
are now assuming the usual aspect. 

At the interview which the Russian 
ambassador, M. de Nelidoff, had with 
the Sultan yesterday, it is said that he 
gave the latter a message from the Czar 
insisting upon the prompt granting of 
permission for the passage of the extra 
guardships through the Dardanelles. 
Such statements have frequently been 
made before, and people here are" begin- 
ning to believe that the powers have 
about exhausted their stock of threats 
and that the time for action has arrived. 
However, the Sultan and his advisers 
are congratulating themselves in Yildiz 
Kiosk upon the success of their policy of 
delay, and place implicit trust in the 
eventual disruptionof the reported Euro- 
pean accord. 

One fact which tins leaked out is that 
after all Great Britain lias actually two 
guardships in the Bosphorus, the 
Cockatrice, a six hundred ton vessel, 
carrying two guns, and the Imogene, the 
Britisli ambassador' a yacht, only four 
hundred and sixty tons. But it is un- 
derstood the Sultan has been making 
thiB a strong point ! n hie argument 
against the admission of an extra guard- 
ship for Great Britain, and it is alleged 
that the Imogene will besentaway when 
the permission is granted, and that the 
Dryad or some other effective gunboat 
will take her place. 

If reports are to he believed the mes- 
sage delivered to the Sultan bv M. de 
Nelidoff was the final effort of "the em- 
bassies to induce the Sultan to yield to 
the powers in the rnatterof extra guard- 
ships, and it is said that if he does not 
do so the guardships will be ordered to 
the Dardanelles, supported by the foreign 
squadrons. Another point raised by 
the Sultan is that Sir Philip Carrie, 
British ambassador, erred in ordering 
the landing of the bluejackets for the 
protection of the embaesy, which is sit- 
uated at Therapis about seven miles 
from Constantinople proper, It is also 
stated that Abdul Hamid insists upon 
the re-em barkment of the bluejackets 
before be will continue negotiations with 
the Britisli ambassador I r the issuance 
of the permit. It is understood that the 
bluejackets are to be sent back to the 
guardships now that Said Pasha has re- 
turned to his home mid all danger of an 
attack upon the British embassy if it 
ever existed, has passed away. 

As an od'set to the statement that 
quiet prevails here, rumors, which ap» 
parently have u solid foundation 
are current of a wholesale conspiracy 
here which may have as an ulti- 
mate object the deposition of the Sultan, 
That the conspiracy is of the most im- 
portant nature may be judged from the 
tact that the Sultan's aide-de-camp, 
Hasan D'Jemi Pasha, who is believed to 
have let! the disaffected branch of the 
imperial guards into the palace and 
seized the person of the Sultan, is now a 
fugitive. 

Considerable alarm was created here 
to-day by a report that the fire which 
yesterday evening destroyed the palace 
which the Sultan devotes to the accom- 
modation of imperial guests was of in- 
cendiary origin, intended as a signal to 
provoke a fresh outbreak upon the part 
of the Armenians; but there seems to 
l>e no good reat-on to believe that the 
fire was anything but accidental. 

TKUE C1KJL.ERA. 

A High Authority's Statement Regarding 
the Outbreak in Honolulu— Visiting 
the Leper Settlement. 

Honolulu, Dec. 10.— Stuart Eldridge, 
M.D., imperial health officer, Yokohama, 
member imperial board of health and 
sanitary inspector of the United States 
government at Yokohama, has a long 
letter in the Hawaiian Gazette, in which 
he states that the recent outbreak there 
was true cholera brought by the Helgic. 

Miss Kate Field had a severe ex- 
perience in visiting the leper settlement 
in company with the board of health 
and guests. The steamer landed them 
early, but in the afternoon was unable 
to take them off on account of an un- 
usual sea. The captain had been 
nearly drowned. iVext morning the 
party crossed the island, twelve miles, the 
steamer going round fifty miles to meet 
them. They climbed a 2,000 feet preci- 
pice. Through anxiety at their prolong- 
ed absence, the steamer Mikahala was 
sent in search of them. The two boats 
reached Honolulu in company on Sun- 
day evening. 

The government has concluded to have 
the methods of the persons engaged in 
securing Chinese laborers in China in- 
vestigated, owing to the reports circulat- 
ed by the last, batch of laborers that thev 
were misled into t;oing to Hawaii. 

It is stated that Col. Spalding has re- 
ceived encouragement from the capital- 
ists in the East regarding his cable 
scheme.

Honolulu, Dec. 2.— (Special)— On the 
2(ith tilt., the Council of State held a 
meeting in relation to the pardoning of 
the political prisoners. A number of 
petitions had come in from friends, out- 
sido persons, and the prisoners them- 
selves. The government decided that if 
pardon 8 were in future to be granted 
they should be advanced after a show of 
contrition on the part of the prisoners 
themselves. There were fifteen prison- 
ers left. The proper petitions had come 
from eleven of them. 

The President first read two petitions 
from Hawaiians on the matter. Both 
were signed by a number of natives. A 
petition from foreigners, signed by a 
large number of names representing "all 
shades of political opinion was read. 
Persona! letters from C. T. Gulick, W. 
H. Riekard, John P. Bowler and Major 
Seward to the council were read. They 
all admitted complicity in the late up- 
rising and expressed repentance. Mr. 
Riekard stated that he went into the up- 
rising without the knowledge of his fam- 
ily. All pray for clemency and promise 
to, ever after now, remain law-abiding 
citizens. 

All these letters and petitions were 
considered by the council, but favorable 
action was taken in the cases of two 
white men only — W. H. Riekard and 
Thomas Walker — five natives were also 
pardoned. The men were released on 
Thanksgiving day. But eight political 
prisoners now remain in jail.

THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS OLD. 

On the morning of the 11th December, 
L85S, Tub Colonist lirst suw the light. 
The sheet was scarcely two liauds- 
breadth in width and being printed on 
dingy colored paper and having a smudgy 
face its appearance was scarcely inspir- 
ing. Butdespite its unkempt condition it 
was a sturdy youngster and immediately 
began to make itself felt and heard far 
beyond the walls of the poor shack on 
Wharf street in which it was born. It may 
be said of the Colonist that it was never 
" nursed " and that it walked without 
assistance from the start. Before it was 
a month old it was found disputing with 
the wise men. In a year it had gained 
the first place in Colonial journalism on 
the British Pacific and was striding on 
to fortune. Perhaps no newspaper en- 
terprise iv'aa ever inaugurated under 
more auspicious circumstances. 

The time was ripe for just the kind of 
writing that the Colonist supplied — 
pungent, incisive and bitterly personal. 
The form of government was un- 
popular. The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's influence was paramount, and, 
whether events justified the feeling or 
not, the sentiment of the country was 
opposed to Hudson Bay rule. Tim 
Colonist catered to this sentiment and 
was a financial success from the be- 
ginning. Everyone subscribed for it; 
those to whose views it gave wings to 
aid it, and those whom it attacked to 
read what it had to say about them. 
Mr. DcCosmos, the projector, had cer- 
tainly made a happy hit, and it wap not 
long before the newspaper had cleared 
the field of all opponents and stood 
alone. Originally a acini- weekly publica- 
tion, in 18(30 it was issued five days in 
each week, and in 1801 it became a 
daily, printed on " every lawful day." 

Thirty-ueven years are to humanity 
more than a generation ; and few of 
those who took part in the editing and 
printing, or of those who read the first 
number of The Colonist' are alivv, to- 
day. The handful that remains of those 
who were in the prime of life in 1868 are 
now grey and worn, bent with age and 
full of infirmities. Even its talented 
originator has gone down under the flow 
of Time and awaits with clouded intel- 
lect the final call. In another decade 
one may count on the lingers of his two 
hands those who can then recall Tun 
Colonist in its childhood. 

The tips and downs of Colonial life are 
many and varied. The Colonist has 
experienced them in every phase and 
form during its long life. Men— in 
business, in politics, in the church- 
have come upon the field of action and 
having " strutted their brief hour " have 
passed oil*, and their work has been 
taken up where it was laid down, by the 
next generation. Writers of prose and 
poetry often invite us to note the changes 
which time has wrought by rambling 
through the churchyard and consulting 
the inscriptions 011 the headstones. But 
to our mind Time's changes are much 
more vividly shown when one glances 
through the columns of an old newspaper. 

We know ol no more forceful lesson 
than that conveyed by the pages of a 
journal printed nearly forty years ago. 
The advertising columns show that 
there has been an entire change 
in the personnel of the business 
community. One or two old 
signs remain unaltered ; but the men of 
'58 who founded the businesses are gone. 
The incidents which agitated the town 
in those days and caused men's blood 
to course hotly through their veins, 
seem very commonplace now, and one 
is tempted to ask, after reading a page 
or two of burning words, what all the 
pother wua about. Victoria was a small 
affair in those days. It was a fortified 



village, a Hudson Bay trading post, 
when the gold-seekera arrived. 

Where Bastion street enters Govern- 
ment street, and where Fort street 
meets Wharf street stood bastions in 
which guns were mounted, and the space 
between was enclosed by palisades 
twelve feet high. The Governor and a 
few settlers had their homes outside 
the palisades, but many of the com- 
pany's servants resided within the 
bounds of the fort. The newcomers pur- 
chased lots and built for themselves 
dwellings and places of business outside 
the fort, and gradually the palisades and 
bastions disappeared and the site of the 
fort itself was invaded by the workers in 
wood and brick and mortar, and build- 
ings rose on all sides. 

For several years the streets were 
quagmires. In the winter months a 
vehicle could not be drawn through 
them because of the mud, and it was 
not until 1863, when Mr. Harris and live 
Councilineu were elected, that any im- 
provement was noticeable. Since 1SG2 
the growth of the town has been rapid 
until the present date, when, with a 
population of some 20,000, Victoria 
claims and maintains the proud distinc- 
tion of being the Empress City of the 
Pacific Province. 

Within the covers of the tiles of the 
Colonist will be found the history of 
British Columbia for the past thirty- 
seven years. We do not think 
we can be accused of egotism 
when we say that the growth of 
The Colonist iias kept step; that as 
the resources of the country were devel- 
oped and trade and commerce expanded 
we have endeavored by a liberal 
expenditure to utilize the best 
available facilities lor laying before our 
readers a newspaper of which no pro- 
vincialist need be ashamed. The Col- 
onist has not been the medium through 
which scandals have reached the public 
eye; sensationalism has been avoided, 
and wo have abundant reasons for 
knowing that our efforts to produce a 
clean periodical— one that no father or 
husband need hesitate to admit to his 
family circle — are appreciated. From a 
diminutive publication of four tiny 
pages in 1858, Tin; Colonist has grown to 
be a metropolitan journal of eight pages 
and -18 columns in 18115; and when the 
improvements which are in contempla- 
tion shall have been perfected we hope 
to attain that standard of excellence 
which was foreshadowed in the first 
number, and to continue to deserve and 
retain the confidence and esteem of our 
patrons.. 

WHOSE COURSE IS CROOKED f 

The organ of the Opposition, which 
by the way is not exactly in tune on the 
Manitoba school question, is virtuously 
indignant at the way in which suppor- 
ters of the Government expressed them- 
selves on that question in Autigonish. 
Mr. Chisholm is reported as saying that 
"the Government was pledged to re- 
medial legislation and could be relied 
upon to pass it." The Conservative 
candidate, no doubt, said what is known 
to every intelligent man who reads the 
newspapers. The Government's course 
is plain and open, to be read 
at a glance by men of lx>th parties 
and all creeds. Ever since the judgment 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council was pronounced and it beeame 
the duty of the Government to take ac- 
tion in the matter, its course has been 
such as to leave no one in doubt as to 
what its intentions are. It has appealed 
time and again to the Manitoba Govern- 
ment to ledress the grievance of the 
minority. It has shown clearly that it 
sincerely desires that Manitoba should 
settle its own school I'lestiots. If the 
Government of that Province fails to 
t*ake any step towards settling the ques- 
tion it has signified its intention plainly, 
as the Constitution provides, of submit- 
ting the matter to Parliament. This has 
been known all along by Conservative 
and Liberal, and this, no doubt, in efi'ect 
is what Mr. Chisholm said, and is what 
Ministers in their public utterances have 
stated over and over again. 

Have the header of the Opposition 
and his imitators been frank and candid 
on this school question '.' They have 
not. It is impossible for anyone even 
to this day to say where they stand. 
The Leader of the Opposition has resort- 
ed to every trick known to politicians to 
avoid a clear and definite avowal of his 
intentions on the subject. His language 
has been such that it has been construed 
in one way in the Province of Ontario 
and in quite another way in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. He has spoken so am- 
biguously that each of his hearers can 
say, without being insincere or openly 
dishonest, that Mr. Laurier takes the 
same ground that he does. The Quebec 
sympathiser with the Manitoba minor- 
ity believes that Mr. Laurier is deter- 
mined, if he has the chance, to redress 
the school meation i.11 the way 
that he wants it redressed ; and 
the Ontario enemy of separate 
schoolH and opponent of interfer 
ence with Manitoba maintains that 
Mr. Laurier takes his view of the mat- 
ter. Talk of insincerity, duplicity and 
dissimulation ! Mr. Laurier has been 
skillfully and assiduously practising 
them all while dealing with the 
Manitoba school question. If the 
Times were a sincere believer 
in non-interference it would have 
long ago denounced Mr. Laurier 
and repudiated him as its leader. But 
there is one principle — if it can be called 
a principle — which Mr. Laurier and the 



Times have in common, and that is 
"Anything to dish the Conservatives; 
anything to gflt into power." The 
Manitoba school question is han- 
dled by them both in the way that each 
considers best calculated to effect that 
purpose. 

PROPERL Y SHEL VED. 

The City Council did the right thing 
when they shelved the petition of. a 
number of citizens to make the office of 
Chief of the Fire Department elective. 
Such a proposal is not only foolish, but 
mischievous. The Chief of the Fire 
Brigade must thoroughly understand his 
business. He must have intelligence, 
coolness, courage, and the ability to 
handle men. He must have, superad- 
ded to skill in extinguishing fires, many 
of the qualities of a military command- 
er. He should be chosen because he 
possesses these qualifications and not 
because he is an electioneering 
expert. It is quite possible that the 
very best man attainable for the office 
could not get a hundred votes ami would 
not try to get them. The ratepayers of 
this city have the best reason to know 
that skill in getting votes is not like 
charity. It does not cover a multitude 
of sins. They, we are sure, have more 
sense and more prudence than to trust 
their property in the most trying of 
exigencies to a scheming ward politician 
or to a specious, spouting demagogue. 
The Chief of the Fire Brigade should be 
devoted to his work. He should have 
nothing else to think of. His only aim 
should be to do his duty as well as it can 
be done, and he should be sure of his 
position as long as he does his work 
faithfully and well. 

It is quite possible that in the effec- 
tive performance of his duty Chief 
Deasy has made some enemies, and that 
these enemies are determined to do him 
all the harm they can, not because they 
believe him unfit to perforin the duties 
of liia office, but because they dislike 
him and owe him a grudge. But men 
actuated by such motives must not be 
allowed to deprive the city of a capable 
and zealous ollicer occupying a position 
of great reaponsiuility. However fair- 
minded citizens may feel towards Chief 
Deasy personally, they will admit that 
he has proved himself a good officer and 
that it would be great folly, as well as 
great injustice, to deprive the city of the 
skill and the experience he has acquired 
merely because a few ill-natured busy- 
bodies have taken a dislike to him. It 
is very clear that the movement to have 
the office of the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment elective is not grounded on 
any sound principle.

THE CREAMERY ASSURED. 

Farmers in Convention Decide Upon the Or- 
. ganization of a Victoria District 
Dairying Association. 

One more step — and it a deinite one 
— toward the establishment of a first 
class'creamerv in Victoria district, was 
taken yesterday, when the farmers of 
North and South Saanich met in Col- 
quit/, ball and decided upon the organi- 
zation of the "Victoria District Dairying 
Association." The general desire of all 
sections interested to have the proposed 
creamery, bad been long ago expressed 
in resolutions adopted at the series of 
public meeting held for the discussion 
of the project: it was left for yesterday's 
convention of delegates to take final 
action and either place the proposition 
on a business basis or kill it entirely. 

The session lasted from 1 1 in the 
morning until -1 in the afternoon, lunch- 
eon being served at the noun adjourn- 
ment by the Indies of the neighborhood, 
and during all the day not a voice was 
heard save in favor of the creamery. The 
gathering was distinctly representative 
and the enthusiasm displayed argues 
well for the success of the new industry, 
which is expected to prove a prominent 
factor in the development of the entire 
district. 

Mr. Edward Johns presided at the 
morning meeting, for delegates only, 
while Mr. Stephens acted as secretary, 
in the afternoon the general public were 
made welcome and Mr. J. F. Chandler 
explained that all that was re- 
quired, so well hail the business 
of the morning been done, was 
to proceed with the formation of 
an association, a draft constitution and 
prospectus for which he proceeded to 
read. The question of name next arose, 
and was decided as above — the Victoria 
District. Dairying Association — after 
which it was unanimously agreed, on 
the motion of Mr. Stephens, that the 
shares should have each a par value of 
$5, and that not more than fifty be 
allotted to any one individual. 

The certificate of association was then 
submitted and signed by almost every- 
one present, and the company thus be- 
ing formed the business of the day came 
to an end with votes of thanks to Mr. 
Chandler— the chairman of the after- 
noon — and to the ladies for their hos- 
pitality. 

The site for the creamery buildings 
will, of course, be decided by the trus- 
tees of the association, a general meeting 
of whose shareholders will lie called 
shortly by Messrs. Chandler anil 
Stephens— two of the foremost promot- 
ers of the scheme.

Creditors Have a Protracted Meeting: 
Discus oilier How to Deal Willi 
the Real Estate. 



Trustees Given Authority to Lease 
the Bank Premises auu Reduce 
the Mortgage. 

There was a prolonged meeting of the 
creditors of the Green-Worlock bank 
yesterday in the board of trade rooms. 
The meeting had been called for 2 
o'clock, but as admittance was strictly 
by credentials it took an hour to dispose 
of the prelimir uries, and it was 3 o'clock 
before the meeting was called to order 
with Mr. Noah Shakespeare in the chair. 
The interest of the creditors does not 
appear to Hag, I i over two hundred of 
them were pre.-' . t, among them a num- 
ber of ladies. 

An effort w;v. made to exclude the 
press on the ground that matters were 
coming up whic.i, while proper for the 
creditors to know, should not be made 
public. The great majority of those 
present, however, wished to have the 
press admitted and voted down by an 
overwhelming majority a motion made 
by Mr. A. Wilson, seconded by Mr. John 
Kinsman, that the press should not be 
permitted to be present. 

Hon. Hobert Beaven made a state- 
ment on behalf of the trustees of the es- 
tate. The object for which the creditors 
had been called together was, he said, to 
consider what should be done with the 
city real estate in the hands of the trus- 
tees. He remarked in passing that the 
appointment of a committee of creditors 
to assist in the winding up of the estate 
had been very satisfactory in its results 
and he only wished such a provision 
■were made statutory. One of the tirst 
difficulties in ad mistering the estate 
had been the lamentable condition in 
which the books of Green, Worlock it 
Co. were found. It was almost impos- 
sible to get at the bottom of then.. For 
instance, there was a difference of some 
$21,000 in the amount shown in the 
ledger and the amount in hand. Then 
the $70,000 borrowed from the Crown 
Insurance Co. on the lots on which the 
bank premises were situated never ap- 
peared in the books. He went on to 
read the terms of partnership entered 
into between Mrs. Green and Mr. Wor- 
lock in January, 1892, by which Mrs. 
Worlock was to receive 7o per cent, of 
the net profits and Mr. Worlock 25 per 
cent, besides his salary of $251) a month 
as manager. One of the great defects in 
keeping the books after this partnership 
had been arranged was that every month 
the interest due on over drafts was en- 
tered to the credit of profit and loss, 
■whether the account was good or bad. 
Mr. Beaven then went into a mass of 
figures, reading out the amounts owed 
by a number of the larger debtors to the 
estate. The list of all the notes and 
overdrawn accounts, footing up $250,000, 
was laid before the meeting. Among 
these was a sum of £-15,000, which in- 
vestigation and on the authority of sev- 
eral witnesses would seem to have been 
settled by a compromise in March, 1893, 
though Mr. Worlock said he had not re- 
leased one of the members of Che firm 
interested. There was little on the 
books to show how the buying out of 
the Garesche interest had been settled 
for prior to the partnership of Mrs. 
Green with. Mr. Worlock. It would 
seem that $70,000 of this hud been paid 
off by raising the money by mortgage on 
lots i06 and 166 A, the property at the 
corner of Government street and Trounce 
avenue. The amount of this mort- 
gage became due in April of 
this year, but there seemed to be 
a disposition on the part of the 
Crown Insurance Company, to which the 
property was mortgaged, to allow matters 
to remain for the present. At present 
the buildings on the property are bring- 
ing in $1125 a month, while the payments 
for interest, tuxes, etc., amount to $500 
a month. The difficulty of renting the 
banking property was the condition that 
the trustees would have to impose, for 
they were unable to give a lease, anil 
everyone who desired to rent the pre- 
mises wanted a lease. For December 
$310 would be received but unless 
the pretniHOB occupied now by Mr. 
Cuthberton Broad street were let there 
would be a reduction of $50 a month. 
The banking premises were set down ill 
the books as an asset of $170,000 anil 
were valued now at $120,000. The trus- 
tees had taken the liberty of offering 
the property for $100,000, subject to the 
approval of the creditors. The assessed 
value was $85,000 in round hgureM. 
Tenders for the property had been re- 
ceived, but not enough was offered. 

Mr. E. Crow Baker having inquired 
bow many tenders were received, Mr. 
Beaven replied that he did not think it 
advisable to state. On being pressed, 
however, he replied that there had really 
been only one tender that could bo con- 
sidered a definite one. 

Mr. Beaven proceeded to say that on 
January 1 $2,100 interest would have to 
be paid on the property. It had oc- 
curred to him that it would be a good 
plan if a company from among the cred- 
itors were formed to buy the property 
from the other creditors. It would bo 
easy to realize $50,000 on the property, 
to that it would only be necessary to 
raise the difference between that and the, 
price which the other creditors wished the 
premises to be sold at. There wero $13,- 
000 in the hands of the trustees, and 
about $10,000 of this might he available 
for helping to pay off the mortgago if 
thought advisable. He then proceeded 
to rend off a series of figures which 
showed that since May 22 last, when the 
last statement was made to the creditors, 
♦he receipts by the trustees wero $85,000 
. and $72,000 paid out, leaving $13,000 on 
hand. The Denraan island property, 
which had been valued on the bookB of' 



the bank at $10 an acre, had been sold 
for $5 an acre or $21,070. As to the 
Gypswick property that was before the 
courts at present, so that he considered he 

was not at liberty to say much about 
that, particular property. The amount 
absorbed by paying dividend No. 1 to 
the creditors amounted to about $20,000. 
He spoke of the increasing interest be- 
ing taken by investors in the province 
and believed with the progress of the 
mining and other industries in another 
year the bank property might be sold at 
a good figure. 

.Mr. E. M. Johnson did not believe in 
holding on to the property ; he favored 
realizing on the estate as soon as possi- 
ble, and moved a resolution to the effect 
that the trustees be authorized to oiler 
the property at public auction after 
duly advertising it, and to realize upon 
theassets and wind up the estate as 
quickly as possible, 

Mr. P. Hickey seconded this motion. 

Mr. John Kinsman opposed the reso- 
lution as the creditors would get noth- 
ing if it was carried out. 

Mr. A. Wilson was also opposed to 
winding up t he estate as proposed in the 
resolution. He favored using the $10,- 
000 to decease the mortgage and wished 
the trustees to press for the debts owing 
to the bank, 

Aid. McLellan also spoke against dis- 
posing of the property at what he called 
slaughter prices. 

At Mr. Yates' suggestion that the trus- 
tees be allowed to lease the premises ; 
Mr. Thornton Fell moved that the trus- 
tees be authorized to lease the real estate 
for a period not exceeding five years, 
provided the consent of the mortgagees 
be obtained. 

Mr. Johnson spoke strongly against 
this. It would he found that it would 
result in the property being sacrificed at 
the end of the five years and the credi- 
tors would get nothing. 

The resolution of Mr. Fell was put as 
an amendment to that of Mr. Johnson 
and carried by a vote of 312 to 18. 

It was moved by Mr. G. H. Brown, 
seconded by Mr. John Kinsman, and re- 
solved that the trustees be authorized to 
use the available money in hand to re- 
duce the mortgage, and to arrange for an 
extension of the balance of the mort- 
gage, if that can be effected. 

Another resolution was carried to the 
effect that the suit for the possession of 
Gvpswick be vigorously proceeded with. 

It was six o'clock before the meeting 
adjourned.

To the Editor:— Your article in to- 
day's (Dec. 10) issue is timely and de- 
sorves general consideration. Attention, 
in addition, should be directed to the 
preparation of the assessment roll. Not- 
withstanding the decided depreciation 
of city lots, the assessment roll keeps 
them at a fictitious estimate, far exceed- 
ing their market value. This is plain 
enough to those who have watched the 
sales of real estate lately — a condition 
not at all likely to be improved for some 
time to come at least. 

The official assessor must be well 
aware of this. Why, then, does he, 
knowing the fact, continue to assess pro- 
perty at, at least, 30 per cent more than 
its value '.' No one but the mayor and al- 
dermen has any control over this official 
— he is answerable to them alone, aud 
not being an elected officer the mayor 
and aldermen can retain him in office as 
long as he pleases them and brings them 
in enough money to suit their purpose. 
The ratepayers seem not to be taken 
into consideration at all. It may be said 
that an appeal lies from him to the civic 
authorities; but it is well known that 
this is onlv appealing from Cfesar to 
Ctcsar. 

It is true that anyone, if he pleases to 
bear the costs as well of money as of 
time, may appeal to the "Court." 
If the "Court" diminishes the assess- 
ment, it applies to the individual con- 
testant alone, and not to even his neigh 
bors' assessment. Surely this ought not 
•to be so; yet it is. It seems as though, 
the corporation wanting money, all it 
has to do is to direct its servant to 
make his valuation of property accord- 
ingly ! ! How do those who have to pay 
like the picture? The assessor bus to 
choose between the public, who have no 
control over him, and the civic authori- 
ties, who have! Anyone may fill in the 
results. A remedy to this state of 
affairs is needed. Those who hold the 
receipts hold the power to do as they 
please! /. "

Juvenile Literature. 

A mother, recently investigating tho 
cause of her 18-year-old son's poor re- 
ports from school, discovered that he 
was reading himself stupid. She had 
rather prided herself on his evident 
fondness for books, and as all ho read 
were from good libraries and publishers 
sho confidently thought there could not 
bo too many of them. Yet children may 
read too much, just as thoy may eat too 
much. This particular mother found 
that her son ..'as taking books to bed 
with him, reading them late at night 
aud waking at dawn to pore over them; 
that his desk at school -was full of them; 
that, in fact, ho was suffering from 
mental dyspepsia, tho result of overfeed- 
ing with story books. It will tako pa- 
tient supervision and long continued 
care and effort to restore tho boy's mind 
to its normal condition. 

All this, as hiis boon said, with what 
are called today "good" story books. A 
publisher's ideas of good do not, how- 
over, always coincide with those of the 
child lover aud child student. While ju- 
venile Action is very attractive and is 
quito different from dime novel sensa- 
tionalism, it has nevertheless a strong 
element of excitement. This fact is 
quickly discovered in attempting to 
write for any of tho leading editors of 
children's reading. "Strong incident 
and spicy adventure," is their cry, and 
pictures of situations thrilling enough 
almost to satisfy tho readers of a "pen- 
ny dreadful" are not wanting between 
rho covers of high ranking juvenile lit- 
erature. — New York Times. 

India's Intelligent Women. 

Mrs. Annie Besant's observations of 
women in India, during a recent visit 
to that country, led her to think them 
very intelligent, and while their stand- 
ards and methods of education differ 
materially from those in other coun- 
tries, according to their own estimato 
of learning, many of tho women are 
highly educated. Reading and writing 
are not a part of their education, how- 
ever, as all their knowledge, is acquired 
from "pundits," who go from lion?o to 
houso every weok to give oral instruc- 
tion in philosophy and literature to tho 
ontiro household, so tho memory is won- 
derfully strengthened by this process of 
training the mind quickly to grasp aud 
retain all tho information entirely inde- 
pendent of books for reference. 

Indian women aro peculiarly simplo 
and childish iu character, yet vory dif- 
ferent from Europeans of tho same 
class. Northern and southern India, 
•says Mrs. Besant, are two distinct coun- 
tries iu all tho laws and customs which 
affect women. In tho north tho "Pur- 
dah" is in full power, and tho women 
look upon any publicity as an outrage, 
while in the south their position is quite 
different, yet men and women do not 
meet freely in society. Mothers and 
grandmothers have great influence and 
authority in tho family aud homo life, 
and in outsido affairs as well, for an 
Indian will not act in a public matter 
against the advice of either one. In 
southern India very young children aro 
married, and if tho infant husband dies 
liia youthful widow can uover marry 
again.

Thero 
is no profession which offers so many 
difficulties in tho way of keeping spick 
and span, for thero is constant danger 
of entangling boot heels in unloosened 
dress bindings aud facings on account 
of the haste which forbids the taking of

credit of women who aro obliged to 
work from 1 to I ' ioursa day that tho 
majority of them ,..uss among their sis- 
ters of leisure at receptions and teas 
without being conspicuous for careless 
attire. 

A small coterie of newspaper women 
have solvad tho problem of preserving h 
neat and woll dressed appearanco at 
small expenditure by employing a gen- 
tlewoman in reduced circumstances to 
tako charge of their wardrobes. The 
woman in question is an excellent seam- 
stress and of refined tastes. Sho goes to 
their rooms, looks over every article of 
clothing, puts on bindings, buttons aud 
braids, sows up rents and keeps every- 
thing iu order and charges 20 cents an 
hour for this work. In this way gowns 
may see hard service and still present a 
creditable appearanco. — Exchange. 

University l)cgr-...'t For Women. 

Her majesty the eu having granted 
an amended chartei iu tho University of 
Durham, whereby all its degrees hence- 
forth, witli tho exception of divinity, 
will be open to women, all interested iu 
the movement, for tho higher education 
of women will unite with us iu congrat- 
ulating tho senate. Wo ar« pleased also 
to state that it is also about to establish 
a new degreo in letters, With the title 
B. Lift., which will bo of especial value 
to those whose tastes do not incline, to 
science or medicine. Wo understand that 
a specially reduced composition feo, for 
all the instruction for a whole year in 
tho subjects necessary to this degree, 
amounting to about only £15, has been 
arranged, and this, together with the 
reasonable rates of the women's hall of 
residence, will place this degree within 
tho reach of all and at less cost than the 
ordinary boarding school charges. Wo 
would specially coninuud this to tho 
notice of those who intend to qualify 
themselves for tho profession of teach- 
ing. 

Tho Durham Collego of Medicine as 
well as tho College of Science is situat- 
ed for convenience in Newcastleon- 
Tyne, and wo aro convinced that this 
new privilege to bo accorded to women 
students will increase thoir numbers 
considerably and most heartily congrat- 
ulate tho university upon tho acquisi- 
tion of this amended charter. — London 
Queen.

Kate Field, the clever writer, address- 
ed somo remarks not long ago to a girl 
graduate, which aro especially timely at 
this season.

NOBODY'S AS YET. • 

But the Gift of the Deputy-Adjutant-General

A district order now on the notice 
board in the drill ball settles the fate of 
the prize offered by Lieut. -Col. Peters, 
D.A.G., in August last, when he wrote: 
"I will give a prize of $20 to the com- 
pany making the highest score" (in the 
class firing of the B.C. B.C. A. of 1895), 
" provided not less than fifty men per 
company take part, and that the live 
companies compete." 

The district order referred to notes 
with regret that the prize cannot be pre- 
sented, owing to No. 1 Company failing 
to send more than twenty men to the 
targets; but adds that the $20 is again 
offered for 1890. The " class-firing," it 
may be mentioned, consists of firing 
twenty shots per man, evenly divided 
between the four distances, 100, 200, U00 
and 400 yards; and in addition, where 
possible, five rounds in volley firing by 
sections. The scores made this year 
have not yet been promulgated; but in 
connection with the Herbert cup com- 
petition No. 4 Company, of New West- 
minster, leads in the credits on class- 
firing account with 0.33 marks, No. 3 
Company, Victoria, being next with 0.17. 

Last year No. 1 Company was amongst 
the first to perform class-firing, and 
then on account of bad weather some of 
the other companies could not complete 
it. This year in Victoria it was not 
carried out by companies, but by men 
from all three going out whenever con- 
venient, commencing near the close of 
September; and in addition to the target 
practice the men were summoned to 
eleven regular drills in the month of 
October.

The Improvement Expected When New Zea- 
lan d Comes In as Promised— Deve l- 
opment in Wool Carrying. "~ 

Mail advices by the Miowera received 
yesterday indicate that the public men 
of the enterprising colony of New Zea- 
land have not cooled in their desire for 
direct steamship connection with Cana- 
da, and that the postponement of the 
arrangement whereby Mr.Huddart's line 
was to receive a handsome bonus is but a 
temporary one, due to complications 
arising from the manner in which the 
proposition was brought forward. The 
steamship subsidy was it appears so con- 
nected with the reciprocal duties bill 
that when at the close of the session it 
was thought advisable to put over the 
tariff proposals until the legislature 
next meets, the subsidy arrangement 
ould not very well bo put through. 
There is little reason to doubt, however, 
that it will prove acceptable again next 
sion ; and in fact it is said that the 
delay will be of advantage in maturing 
the scheme. 

New Zealand's offer is £30,000 per an- 
num if I he terminal port of the line is 
looted in that colony, ami 420,900 if 
the steamers run through to Australia 
— this for a four-weekly service. It is 
believed that the smaller amount will 
bo accepted in preference, three 
splendidly equipped fast steamers 
to run from Sydney to Auckland or 
Wellington and thence to Honolulu and 
Victoria; while subsidiary boats — those 
now in the service, perhaps--make 
close connection with the Fiji Islands 
and with Melbourne. 

In any event there is no reason to 
think that the present service will be 
discontinued — as a recent report from 
San Franc'sco predicted, tor the business 
is steadily improving. This trip for in- 
stance, to make room for the valuable 
cargo of wool offered her for Boston via 
Canada, the Miowera gave up coal stor- 
age space, and the B. C. collieries will 
profit in consenuenee, as she will coal at 
Vancouver for iier return trip. 



LANDSBERG 'S CREDITORS. 

Yesterday a writ was issued by Mr. A. 
L. Belyea acting for plaintiffs in Gault 
Bros, it Co. on behalf of themselves and 
all other creditors uf Frederick Lands- 
berg against Frederick Landsberg, Em- 
ma Landsberg (his wife) and Joseph 
Marymont. 

The plaintiffs' demand is to set aside a 
marriage settlement dated 2!>th May, 
1895, made by Frederick Landsberg in 
favor of his wife Emma Landsberg and 
Joseph Marymont, acting as Mis. Lands- 
berg's trustee. The object is also to set 
us.ule an absolute bill of sale, by way of 
mortgage, given by Landsberg to Mrs. 
Landsberg on the same date. The 
grounds of the claim are that the bill of 
sale and mortgage were made to defraud 
Lands berg's creditors. 

An account is also asked of and repay- 
ment of ail the moneys, goods and 
chattels received by Mrs. Landsberg, or 
by Marymont acting as her trustee; 
also for the appointment of a receiver.

The Full court yesterday heard argu- 
ment in Manson v.Howison. This is an 
appeal from Mr. Justice McOreight, 
trial judge. The plaintiff had sued the 
defendant for rescision of an agreement 
for the purchase of property opposite 
New Westminster and for the return of 
his deposit. The defendant counter- 
claimed for specific performance of the 
agreement. Mr. Justice McCreight held 
that the plaintiff was entitled to rescind 
the agreement, but did not order the re- 
turn of the deposit, though without pre- 
judice to the plaintiff bringing another 
suit therefor. The defendant's counter- 
claim was dismissed. From this judg- 
ment the defendant appealed.

The Royal Mail Steamship Miowera, 
Captain Stott, has had a month's holi 
day since she left here in September 
last — in consequence of the Warrimoo 
having been repaired in time to hike the 
October trip — andasa result of the over- 
hauling of machinery and cleaning of 
hull the good ship has arrived here a 
day ahead of time, berthing at the outer 
wharf at 2 :80 yesterday morning, and 
surprising all concerned, for she had not 
been reported from the signal stations 
in the Straits. The Miowera left Syd- 
ney, now in the enjoyment of midsum- 
mer, on the 18tb of November, and with 
glorious weather Stiya was made on the 
24th ultimo and Honolulu on the 2nd of 
December. A circus party brought 
from Fiji to the Hawaiian capital gave 
variety to the life on board for" that part 
of the irip. Leaving Honolulu at 7 
p.m., on the second, the Miowera 
made a smart run up, fine weather still 
prevailing, and arrived off Flattery early 
enough to have reached Victoria long 
before midnight had not fog caused a 
delay of three or four hours in locating 
the entrance to the Straits. Interest- 
ing as bearing upon the drift of the 
Strathnevis, Captain Stott reports strong 
westerly winds prevailing during the 
last few days of his voyage. Having 
landed a large mail and a few passen- 
gers here she proceeded to Vancouver at 
5 a.m. 

The passengers who disembarked here 
and at Vancouver included the following 
in the first cabin, nearly all ticketed to 
points in Eastern Canada, the United 
States and Europe: Messrs. Julius M. 
Price, F.R.G.S., W. Wright, Dr. V. J. 
Capron, Mrs. Cap-on, Miss de Lion, 
Messrs. VV.

J.Sharp, S. Ryder, H. A. Betts, Mr. 
and Mrs. Grier and family, J. Harrow, 
Miss Collier, Mrs. Weir, Messrs. W. J. 
Stoddart, J. A. Pelkey and A. M. Beat- 
tie. There were thirteen in the second 
cabin. 

This month's cargo gives the Miowera 
the distinction, it is said, of bringing the 
largest consignment of wool ever sent by 
steamer to this side of America.
